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‘Israeli Arabs 
will decide who 
will be premier’

HAIFA - “The next prime minister 
will be elected by the votes of the 


τ Israeli Arabs.” Dr. Yosef Ginat of 


Haifa University said last night. 

Speaking at the closing session of 
a symposium on “The Israeli Arabs 
Towards the “90s.” which was held 
at the university, Ginat said that 
while the Jewish floating vote was 
small, that of the Arabs amounted 
to four Knesset seats in addition to 
another 10 which they had the po- 
tential to elect. If they vote solidly 
for the Communist and Progressive 
lists, “they'll put in Yitzhak Sha- 
mir," Ginat said. 

“Bur if they vote for Labour and 
associated parties, Shimon Peres 
will be prime minister after the next 
election,” he asserted. Ginat was 
Peres’s assistant on Arab affairs 
when he was premier. 

Dr. Majd el-Haj. also of Haifa 
University, said that while the Israe- 
li Arabs’ identification with the Pal- 
estinians had hardened, they still 
saw their future in and with Israel 
and wanted to fight for théir rights 
here. 

Ginat held that it must be recog- 
nized that part of their “‘Palestiniza- 
tion” had its roots in local problems 
in their villages. Many of the stones 
thrown and roads blocked during 
“Peace Day" in December had been 
a message to the local leadership 
and not a blow for the Palestinians 
of the territories, he said. He pre- 
dicted that the same would happen 


again today, Land Day. 

Dr. Eli Rekhess of Tel Aviv Uni- 
versity noted that, since the riots 
Started, the Israeli Arabs’ ‘‘emo- 
tional” solidarity with the Palestin- 


ians had been ened by mate- 
rial factors in the form of cash and 
other aid. 


He discemed “attempts to bring 
the Palestinian plight into Israel 
too,” attempts that were reinforced 
by the legitimation the struggle had 
gamered from those Jews who ob- 
ject to the government’s policy in 
the territories. 

Haifa University rector Prof. Ga- 
briel Ben-Dor called for a “new so- 
cial charter” for the Israeli Arabs, to 
be hammered out in a thorough de- 
bate at all levels of society, “instead 
of the empty rhetoric that has 
passed as deliberation.” 

The charter should make clear 
and assure the Arabs’ rights and du- 
ties, including compulsory national 
service, and establish just how much 
each side can give up for the sake of 
peaceful coexistence, without giving 
up its identity. 

To achieve this the linkage must 
be broken, or at least weakened, 
between the Arab-Isracli conflict, 
which wiJl eventually be solved by 
some sort of settlement, and the 
problem of the Israeli Arabs, who 
will be with us for good, and in 
growing numbers, he stressed. 

The meeting was sponsored by 
the uniyersity’s Jewish-Arab centre 
and moderated by its director, Dr. 
George Kanazi. 


Leading U.S. Jews divided on

Cyprus prison is a volcano 


NICOSIA'S Centra] Prison has 
what can be described as an explo- 
oe mixture of inmates. Because 
segregation goes against pris- 

on policy, there is a volcanic combi- 
nation of Syrians, Lebanese, Pales- 
tinians, Iranians, Turks and others. 

Mronically, while Cyprus is rela- 
tively crime-free, its prison houses 
some very violent criminals, among 
them terrorists and drug traffickers. 
The most hardened are rarely 
ots, and nearly 50 per cent of the 
prison’s 200 inmates are foreigners. 

Cyprus prides itself on managing 
to remam friendly with its neigh- 
bours, barring, of course, the Turk- 
ish Cypriots. But in recent years the 
istand’s hospitality has been abused 
by those who find it a convenient 
transit point for arms and 
Twenty-five per cent of the prison 
inmates have been convicted of drug 
trafficking. 

The problem is relatively recent. 
As late as 1980, when the prison was 
expanded, the authorities saw no 
need for a high-security wing. And 
as Cyprus’s only prison, it houses 
psychotic murderers alongside petty 
thieves and men who fail to pay 

their family-maintenance obligations. 


Yet recently, prison authorities 
have barely managed to keep a pub- 
lic-refations lid on the turmoil 
within. 3 

Local reports have al- 
leged that inmates are running the 
prison. There have been sex scan- 
cece and allegations of brutality, as 


IF ONE of the prison’s most cele- 
brated inmates hadn't gone on a 
hunger strike, it is likely that the 
reports would have been ignored. 
Ian Davidson, a British carpenter-

personally. 

Until recently, Davidson was a 
model prisoner. He was one of a six- 
member committee representing 
other prisoners and their rights. His 
Arabic made him a useful interme- 
diary between Arab inmates and 
Cyrpiot wardens. 

Ic is difficult to determine why he 
went on strike, as he changed his 
stated reason so often. It is likely 
that the strike was only a symptom 
of a much deeper malaise, one felt 
by most prisoners. 

It real with the feeling of resent- 
ment towards sentence remissions 
on the election of a new Cypriot 
president that automatically re- 
duced sentences by one-fifth. When 
George Vassiliou came to power last 
month, 26 prisoners were released. 
Many, including Davidson. felt 
cheated because the authorities cal- 
culated remission on remaining sen- 
tences and not on the full term. 

On the second day, most prison- 
ers gave up their hunger strikes. Da- 
vidson, infuriated by the lack of soli- 
darity, picked a fight that developed 


- into a mimor riot. The wardens alleg- 


edly quelled it with brutality. and 
Davidson subsequently told a visitor 
that the wardens’ violence was 
“worse than any he had seen in 
camps in war-torn Lebanon,” where 
he bad seen action in the 1982.3 
battle of Tripoli and policed Pales- 
tinian refugee camps. As a disciplin- 
ary measure, Davidson was put in 
solitary confinement. He then said 
he was protesting against prison bru- 
tality and not the question of 
remission. 

Nearly two weeks ago, he ended 
his 17-day hunger strike. A few days 
before, he faced trial on disciplinary 
charges, but the prison’s director 


suspended judgement. 
PRISON DIRECTOR lacovon Ia- 
covides does not seem the type to 
captain a rough and brutal ship. 
Having earned a degree from Lon- 
don University and the London 
School of Economics, he is enlight- 
ened and urbane. Further, the pris- 
on is not a Cypriot “Midnight Ex- 
press.” Its rules are laid down by the 
Council of Europe. There is reli- 
gious and racial toleration. An Or- 
thodox church brushes shoulders 
with the mosque in the prison yard. 

Iacovides says he encouraged 
Dvidson's vocational ambitions by 
allowing him visits from a couple 
who have taken out a British Coun- 
cil’'s library subscription for him. He 
is taking A-level English literature 
by correspondence and is planning 
to take a degree in modern Europe- 
an history when he is released in five 
or six years. 

lacovides readily admits that the 
prion’s ethnic mixture is a problem, 
with inmates from at least twelve 
countries speaking as many lan- 
guages. “Τῆς prison staff can’t pos 
ld speak all those languages,” he 


anThe prison’s critics, however, say 
that the ethnic stew is not the pris- 
on’s only problem. They say war- 
dens show favouritism and pander 
to hardened criminals who might 
threaten their families via power 
they wield on the outside. The local 
press and lawyers want an indepen- 
dent inquiry into the situation. They 
want answers to mysteries such as 
the unsolved murder of former Pris- 
on Director Costas Christou, who 
was killed in a car-bomb explosion 
jast June. 

But Cyprus, legendary for its hos- 
pitality, has to draw the line some- 
where, because Cypriots know that 
it won't take a big spark to set off 
the prison’s explosive mixture. Even 
more, they don’t want reverbera~ 
tions to spread outside the prison 
walls,

Industry feels the pinch 


Curfew stems the flow of : 
areas labour into Israel 


By JUDY MALTZ 

The three-day curfew imposed on 
the territories starting yesterday 
took an immediate toll on sectors of 
the economy dependent on the 
100,000 labourers that normally 
cross the Green Line to work every- 
day. Although many workers from 
the West bank and Gaza have not 
been showing up for work since the 
outbreak of the disturbances in De- 
cember, yesterday's measures, im- 
posed in anticipation of Land Day 
unrest, brought the flow to a com- 
plete halt. 

The closing off of virtually all traf- 
fic between Israel and the territories 
had the most crippling effect on the 
construction industry, where over 
40% of the workers employed are 
from the West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

“The situation is very severe,” 
Zvi Zilker, head of the Federation 
of Contractors and Builders, told 
The Jerusalem Post. He said tens of 
thousands of Arab labourers had 
not shown up to work, leading to a 

halt in activities on building 
sites around the country. 

“We have sent telegrams to sever- 
al ministers today, requesting ur- 
gently that they allow us to bring in 

2,000 foreign workers to remedy this 
situation,” Zilker said. 

The unprecedented curfew im- 
posed on the territories could also 

not have-come at a worse time for 
ae country’s ra bette Bessie sates 
ls en 


mesh, which relies primarily on 
Arab workers, was closed down en- 
tirely yesterday. On a typical day, 
80,000 metric tons of chickens are 
slaughtered the plant. 

“There will undoubtedly be a 
shortage of chickens in the market 
before the holiday,” said Meir Gal, 
manager of the meat factory at Off 
Yerushalayim.

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- Looking into the abyss 


THE army's closure of the West Bank and Gaza for three days 
is, unfortunately, more a symptom than a remedy. An unprec- 
edented step, it reflects perils that mount rather than abate. 

In the territories, the sustained violence since December has 
in recent weeks created 8 new heady brew. Palestinian agtta- 
tors do more than defy the army. They now again entertain 
ideas thought tong since discredited. It is not removal of 
occupation that has become their target, but removal of Israel. 
Not Jerusalem, but Jaffa and Lod have begun to fuel their 
imaginations excited by the very duration of the uprising and 


its challenge to Israel’s power. 


Inexorably, this flight into the irrational, if not stemmed by 
the moderate forces in the territories, will lead to an escalated: 
cycle of violence. The agitators believe such violence plays into 
their hands. Their creed is the worse the better; the greater the 
suffering of the population, the more united it becomes in 
resistance to the Israel presence. ᾿ 

And just as inexorably this process, if it continues, will 
confirm the endemic suspicions that populate the minds of 
Israelis — that political compromise is a chimera, that the 
Palestinians, as in the past, want all or nothing, that the real 
battle is not over land disputed since 1967, but the Land 
disputed since 1948, or 1936, or 1929 or before. 

Compared to this demonic dialogue, the debate and conflict 
“over disposition of the post Six Day War territories is child's 
play. For that conflict, is given, in principle, to pragmatic 
resolution. But if the Palestinians, spurred either by their 
extremists or self intoxication, allow themselves to be trans- 

. ported to absolutism it is not Jaffa and Lod they will visit again 


but catastrophe. 


In light of this new fire that has begun to strike the uprising 
in the territories, it becomes superfluous to question the 
defence establishment’s decision to seal Gaza and the West 
Bank in advance of Land Day. This day was contrived by 
Israel's Arab suamualy to mark a tragic Ἂν more than 
a decade ago in which the community protested against expro- 
priation πὰ village Jands. Over the nai it escalated into 
demonstration of larger national sentiment. This year there 
was the distinct danger that it would be overwhelmed by the 
extremism that has found root in the territories. 

The closure is, therefore, symptomatic of the abyss that lies 
ahead if the uprising in the territories is not confined to the 
issues arising from occupation. That the government, divided 
within, has been unable to counter the uprising with anything 
but military actions, which must inherently be limited, has 
itself contributed to the deterioration. And that it so devoutly 
believes that keeping the press away from the field is a key 
rather than marginal condition for restoring social order only 
reflects its shackled thought and shackled policy. 

Tellingly, the closure comes on the eve of Mr. Shultz’s visit, 
designed to chart a political course away from the abyss. For 


both the Palestinians and Israel such a course

Shultz is due in Jerusalem on Sun- 
day. He will travel to Jordan, Egypt, 
Saudi Arabia and Syria, basing him- 
self during much of the week in Am- 
man. Daring his last Middle East 
tour, he was based primarily in Jeru- 
salem, making sidetrips from Israel. 
One U.S. television network sug- 
gested that the switch to Amman 
was designed to underline U.S. irri- 
tation with Shamir’s opposition to 
the American plan. : 

But State Department spokesman 
Charles Redman yesterday main- 
tained that there were “bureaucrat- 
ic” reasons for the switch. He noted, 
at the same time, that Shultz would 
have several important sessions with 
King Hussein in Amman. “The Jor- 
danians are very important in this 
process,” he said.

Confronting Cassandra 


LIKE CASSANDRA, the Greek 
prophetess of doom and destruc- 
tion, the vast majotity of Israeli 
Jewish citizens, government leaders 
and even pone Jews have al- 
Teady said ish (the prayer for 
the dead) over Jewish-Arab 
relations, ὁ 

The uprising on the West Bank 
and Gaza strongly confirms, for this 
chorus of Cassandras, that harmonui- 
ous Jewish-Arab relations were an 
illusory and unattainable dream in 
our fifetime. In unison, they declare 
that Israeli Arabs have failed the 
“litmus test” of loyalty to the State 
of Israel by demonstrating their soli- 
darity with their Palestinian 
brothers. 

An entire community of 700,000 
Israeli Arabs are condemned and 
considered collectively guilty when 
a handful of social misfits commit 
violent acts threatening the public 
safety of all citizens, Jews and Arabs 
alike. The ubiquitous national and 
Intemational media magnify these 
isolated incidents of anti-social be- 
haviour, thereby distorting reality. 

A snowball is now in motion. It is 
time to confront Cassandra's cry be- 
fore it is too late and Israeli society 
witnesses a self-fulfilled prophecy of 
doom. 

It is neither a new phenomenon 
nor a radical turning point when Is- 
rael’s Arabs conduct a non-violent 
strike to identify with their Palestin- 


ian brethren. During the past 20° 


years of occupation, Israeli Arabs 
have consistently answered, in nu- 
merous surveys and forums, “yes” 
to a Palestinian state and “no” to 
immigrating to this new state. Peace 
Day (December 21), Land Day 
(March 30), and other strike days 
will continue to be declared by Isra- 
el’s Arab citizens. 

In the Wadi Ara area, a model for 
maintaining public safety during 
these days of heightened tension has 
been established by veteran co-exis- 
tence activist and Interns for Peace 
board member Mahmud Yunis. A

joint Jewish-Arab Peace. Patrol 
presently polices this major artery 
leading to the Galilee. 

The fact that the uprising has oc- 
curred is not a measure of the effec- 
tiveness of groups seeking Jewish-

in Gaza as all of them were founded 


on the principle that true coopera-* 


tion can only be established between 
two peoples who are equal. 

In fact, during the first 100 days of 
the uprising, there has been no mes- 
surable decrease in Israeli Arab par- 
ticipation in such groups. Israeli Ar- 
abs continue to be steadfast 
supporters of programmes fostering 
better majority-minority relations. 
On the other hand, Israeli Jewish

This outright rejection by the 
Jewish majority and forthright ac- 
ceptance by the Arab minority of 
coexistence follows the normative 


pattern of majority-minority rela- ἡ 


tions: Namely, in every nation- 
state, the “minority” is always more 
desirous of positive interaction than 
is the “majority.” Yet, Israel's Jew- 
ish majority and Arab minority are 
unique. 

Comprising 82 per cent of all citi- 
zens in the country, Israeli Jews 
have been a majority for 40 years 
but a minority for over 2,000 years, 
bearing deep and fresh psychologi- 
cal wounds from the Holocaust and 
from persecution in North Africa, 
Yemen and other countries. In po- 
litical terms, the Jewish majority of 
Israel is a besieged and threatened 
minority in the Middle East. 

Isracli Arabs walk the tightrope 
between being citizens who want to 
remain with full rights in the State of 
Israel, and being part of the Pales- 
tinian people who want to identify 


with their brothers on the West 
Bank and in Gaza. Hence, Israeli 
Jews feel, think and act as if they are 
the minority aod as if Israeli Arabs 
and their Palestinian relatives are 
the majority, - 

- The confrontation between Israeli 
Jews and Palestinian Arabs takes 
new and more violent turns every- 
day. The ongoing conflagration on 
the West Bank and Gaza is spilling 
across Israel's pre-'67 borders. As 
each new incident is announced, Is- 
raeli Jews understandably — albeit 
unjustifiably — become more rein- 
forced in their fear and antagonism 


‘ towards all Arabs, whether or not 


they are their fellow citizens. 


Seal YEAR, Interns for Peace’s 
lucation for Démocracy project, 
an effort fully endorsed by the Min- 
istry of Education and conducted 
during school hours, brought to- 
gether over 7,000 Israeli Jewish and 
Israeli Arab pupils in various 
monthly, action-oriented activities.

Jews and Arabs are either going

The up- 
rising demonstrates that major 
changes in human history are often 
initiated by the people — especially 
by youth — and that the leaders safe- 
ly follow behind. If there is to be a 
Teconciliation of these two peoples, 
we have to start with Israel's shabab 
~ the youth, Jewish and Arab — by 
changing their perceptions of each 
other. This is a difficult and time- 
consuming process. But, then, there 
are no easy answers or quick solu- 
tions to resolving buman conflicts. 
Only by learning how to relate to 
their fellow Israeli Arab citizens will 
the Israeli Jewish majority be able 
to bridge the ever-widening gap be- 
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tween them and the Palestinians on 
the West Bank and Gaza, as well as 
those in the Arab world. 

As David Shipler writes in his Pu- 
litzer Prize-winning book, Arab and 
Jew: Wounded Spirits in the Prom- 
ised Land: “Whatever happens in'y 
war or diplomacy, whatever territo-' ᾿ 
ry is won or lost, whatever accom-- 
modations or compromises are fi- 
nally made, the future guarantees 
that Arabs and Jews will remain 
close neighbours in this weary land, 
entangled in each other's fears. 
They will not escape from one an- 
other. They will not find peace in 
‘treaties, or in victories. They will 
find it, if at all, by looking into each 
other's eyes.”
